,EJ BRETHREN (commonly calted Punkards) have just com- 


pleted the erection of their now church house, which is a 
model-of convenience and neatness. The main auditorium 
is 40x34 teet, with an 8x12 feet •anti-room at the entrance, 


on th« sotrth side of the building. 
On either side of this entrance are two 


large Sunday School class rooms. The north sid« of the building is divided 
into three .class rooms, properly fitted with blackboards, for the convenience 
of the juveniles. • 


On the east side is a wing 38x40 feet whicfa is separated from the audi- 


torium by a rolling partition. In times of large gatherings, as at Love Feast 
occasions, and funerals, the two rooms can readily be thtown into one immense 
auditorium. 


\ 


This charch began, as most churches 


do, with a Sunday School and Ladies 
Missionary Society. At the first, meet- 
ings were held in the vacant store 
rooms or the public school building, as 
opportunity might permit. But in the 
fall of '94 the determined little band, 
then numbering about thirty-five mem- 
bers, decided to build for themselves. 
As a result they erected their present 
modest frame building, at a cost of 
about $1200. This structure was com- 
pleted and dedicated' itt March, 1895, by 
Rev. P. M. Dowling, free of debt. 
Rev. G. W. Pearl, who was at that 
time evangelist 
for the Christian 


churches 
of 
Southern 
California, 


supplied the pulpit until September of 
tire same year,'wheni "their present pas 
tor, Rev. J. W, Utter, was called t 
the work. 


The church has enjoyed continitou 


prosperity from the beginning, being 
noted for the great number of voting 
people who attend its services. The

GOVERNMENT REVENUES 


They Will Probably Not Be Reduced at 


the Coming Session 


It having been decided through con- 


ferences between the President and the 
Republican leaders in Congress, that 
there is to be no reduction of the 
tariff 
revenvies, 
the 
question now 


comes up as to how extensively, if at 
all, internal revenue taxation is to be 
reduced. 


It is doubtful, however, whether any 


war revenues will be repealed during 
the coming sessoin of Congress, be- 
cause, according to present plans, 
Congress will make more and larger 
appropriations than any previous Con- 
gress in the history of the country, 
and\ the surplus now in the treasury, 
sind to be accumulated during the 
balance of the present fiscal year, will 
bo needed to pay bills. 


Treasury officials got to figuring on 


this matter and they believe If Con- 
gress makes an appropriation for the 
Nicaraguan Canal, for national irriga- 
tion, for Pacific cable, for subsidies, 
for the Rivers and Harbors Bill that 
was killed last year, and this is quiie 
certain to carry at least $75,000,000 th.s 
year, there will be use for any sur- 
plus that may be in the treasury. 
.Secretary Gage said mat he could use 
at least some of the surplus in the 
treasury in buying government bonds 
and reducing the national debt.
